Another home industry has been 
commencea here in the manufacture 
of the Barefoot grain cleaner and 
grader, an American invention. A 
few of these machines were manu- 
faictured here last fall and found ready 
sale, being light, durable and cheap, 
and in many ways taking the place 
of the more expensive fanning miil, 
Messrs. Potter & McDougall have the 
agency this year for the local makers, 
and anticipate a large sule. 

J. K. Cornwall, trader of Lesser 
Slave lake, writing to Thos. Hourston 
from the lake, under date of October 
24th, states that there were sixteen 
inches of ,snow at the lake and all 
the small creeks and rivers were 
frozen up. Regarding fur he states 
that the indications point to a large 
catch during the coming season as fur 
bearing animals promise to be very 
plentiful. The rabbits are coming 
back in large numbers, one of the 
indications of a successful fur season. 


Isaac Cowie, now on his way to Ung- 
land, wrote to R. A. Ruttan on board 
the steamer Dominion between Mon- 
treal and Quebec on Nov. 20th. John 
Dyke, Dominion government immigra- 
tion agent, was on ths same vessel re- 
turning to Englard. Mr. Dyke sug- 
gested to Mr. Cowie that it would be 
a considerable help to immigration 
from the British islands if the various 
national societies at principal points 
would put themselves in tue way of 
coramunicating with intending settlers 
and receiving them when they arrive. 

The river was open at Fort Saskat- 
chewan on Tuesday and crossing was 
being made by small boat. Even the 
ferry scow was poled across several 
times with loads. The reason of the 
difference in time of closing between 
Edmonton and Fort Saskatchewan is 
that at Edmonton the ice is jammed at 
the various bends and fills up be- 
tween. At Forl Saskatchewan there 
is a long wide stretch of river which 
ailows the ice to flow freely and so 
keeps the stream open longer. The 
same rule appiies in the opening of 
the river in spring. 

The H. B. Co. have issued a new map 
of their town pilot of Edmonton. ‘Three 
blocks north of Jasper avenue have 
been surveyed between First and Fifth 
streets. ‘The streets in the new sur- 
vey parallei to Jasper avenue are 
Athabasca, Peace and Mackenzie. On 
the lower flats the lots and streets 
south of Hardisty avenue and be- 
tween the Ross estate and Fourth 
street have been wiped out. The part 
of this property ‘between Calgary 
avenue and the river has been sold 
to the agricultural society. In the 
west, the survey of lots between Vic- 
toria and McKay avenues ends at Fif- 
teenth street. Between Jasper and 
Victoria avenues it ends at Fourteenth 
street. South of McKay avenue the 
lots are obliterated from the brow of 
the hill to the river on the opposite 
flat. The effect is shortly to close all 
the upper flat and a iarge part of the 

! lower flat from sale or occupation, the 
purpose to avoid taxation as town 
property surveyed into lots which is 
much higher under the ordinance than 
an equally valuable property that has 
not been surveyed.

THRESHING ITEMS 


Eccles & Guinette, of Stony Plain, 
have threshed 60,000 bushels on the 
Plain and have removed to St. Pierre 
settlement, west of St. Albert. 


Noah Zeigler has threshed 60,090 
bushels of grain on Stony Plain, and 
has contracted to thresh 40,000 bushels 
more north of Big lake. 

M.McKinlay has threshed 50,000 bush- 
els .on Stony Plain and is about 
throuzh. 
Imerson & Stevens, of Stony Plain, 
are through threshing having made a 
big run. 

F. Macdonald, north of St. Albert, 
has threshing contracts to last till 
Christmas. 

Dupuis Bros., of Morinville, re- 
ports having threshed 60,000 bushels. 

In Clover Bar district, that is the 
country south of the Saskatchewan 
from Strathcona to Fort Saskatche- 
wan, 25 miles, the following thresh- 
ers were operating this fall; Me- 
Kernan & Stephens, D. S. Fwiton, Jel- 
lett & OttewellL Isaac Ingram, W. 
Walker, McLellan & Shackleton. 

All are about through and have 
matie a good run. The wheat is good, 
but the oats are rather green. Wheat 
ran from 20 to 32 bushels per acre 
and oats 40 to &4 in this districtt. 
The straw was very heavy. 

D. Brex, of Spruce Grove, has thresh- 
ed 65,000 bushels of grain to date and 
work enough in ‘sight at St. Albert to 
last until Christmas. Nearly half the 
grain threshed was wheat and the 
yield ran from 20 to 35 bushels per 
acre. It ran chiefiy about 25 busheis. 
This is small for Steny Plain, but was 
caused by too early cutting. On a 
farm owned by Mr. Brex, 50 acres Of 
oats yielded 5,050 bushels, a little over 
100 bushels to the acre. ‘The crop on 
145 acres was 9,000 bushels. 

J. Meneeley, of Poplar lake, recently 
threshed 1,200 bushels of American 
banner oats by measure from the ma- 
chine which when brought to the 
scales sveighed 1,500 bushels. 

Although the crops belonging to the 
Roman Catholic mission at St. Albert 
were hailed badly on July 11th, the 
mission recentiy finished threshing 5,- 
506 bushels of grain, of which 800 was 
wheat. Aithough the crop was much 
less than it would have been had there 
been no hail, its recovery was very 
remarkabla. 

A Schatz, of the south side Indian 
reserve, thresbed 3,500 bushels of grain 
from 83 acres of crop. 

The Rabbit Hills Threshing Co. had 
threshed 50,000 bushels of grain up to 
Dec. Ist, and were then moving into 
the Conjuring creek settlement.

THE KHALIFA SLAIN. 

The following is General Kitchen- 
er’s report of the battle in which the 
Khalifa was killed; 

“Wingate’s force caught up with 
the Khalifa’s force, seven miles south- 
east of Godid, and attacked it. After 
a sharp fight he took his position {fhe 
Khalifa, who was surrounded by a 
bodyguard of Emirs, was killed, and 
all the principal Emirs were killed or 
captured, except Osman Digma, who 
escaped. The Dervishes were utterly 
defeated, their whole camp was tak- 
en and thousands surrendered. A large 
number of chiidren and cattle also 
fell into the hands of the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian forces.” 3 

A letter from an pbfficer at Omdur- 
man says Wingate’s forces, which re- 
centiy defeated the Dervishes, near 
the Nile, south of Khartoum, consist- 
ed of five squadrons of cavalry, two 
infantry brigades, two howitzers, ten 
maxim guns and one thousand cama's, 
The letter adds; “We shall have to 
attack the Khalifa this winter. There 
is no probability of his attacking Om- 
durman. But he wiil do his utmost 
to create risings, and will attempt a 
raid along the west bank of the White 
Nile. He is known te have 3,500 rifle- 
men, 7,000 spearmen and more cavalry. 
These are reported tobe full of fan- 
atical zeal.”

ANCIENT HISTORY. 

We have been permittted to look 
over 2 diary kept by St. Geo. Jellett 
im the early days of the settlement, 
in which “as recorded the condition 
ot the weather and crops. Between 
the present season and that of 1896 
there is quite a similarity. The sum- 
mer of 1 Was Very wet, Warm rains 
and warm nights. feos was 
not finished on the 4th Nov., and a 
heavy snow storm took piace on the 
night of the 4th. Snow two inches, 
four below zero. On Nov. 6th heavy 
ite was running in the river, and the 
ferry could not run. The river vlos- 
ed on December 3rd. 

The preceding winter, 1889, just ten 
years ago, was 4 most peculiar one, 
From January to April there was no 
snow and only two or three days of 
very cold weather, spring-like for most 

part. Wagons and buckboards were 
used all the season. Mosquitoes ap- 
peared April 3rd. Plowing began Mur. 
28th. First wheat sown April 8th. Ice 
went out of the river April 10th. Sead- 
ing finished May 9th. Summer dry ind 
hot, m0 rain to speak of and no mos- 
quitoes. .
